the subsistence and comfort of the 
people. 

“The course of developments,” said 
Mr. Harrison, “is forcing those who 
are responsible for operation of the 
railroads to anticipate that probably 
they will becomé unable to provide 
transportation for all the classes of 
commodities which they have been 
moving. 

“Furthermore, those responsible for 
the operation of the railways do not 
wish to be understgod as conceding 
that the transportation lines have 
‘reached the limit of their capacity. 
They are still increasing the amount 
‘of traffic they are handling, and with 
greater exercise of skill and energy by. 
railway officers and empbyés, and in- 
creased coiperation from the shipping 
public and government officials, includ- 
ing the regulating authorities, the 
freight service rendered can «till be 
largely augmented.” 

Trying Conditions Best | 

In further discussing the railway 
situation, Mr. Harrison sald: 

“The main reason, of course, why 
the railways are having such great 
difficulty in handiteg all the traffic is 
that there has been an enormous in- 
crease in its volume, and that this still 
continues. Statistics which have just 
become available show that in the 
months of April-August, 1917, inclusive 
—those being the first five months 
after the entrance of the United States 
into the great war—our raiwways han- 
dled 16° per cent re freight traffic 
than in the same months of 1916, which 
year broke all records up to that time.
